Secretary Hoisveen stated ih-t th. Eaton Dam was constructed about 1936 with
p"Ol ¡c vórls f unds, and the local PeoPle supplyi ng 6t/" of the cost' lt was

tonstructed under the direction of the State Engineerrs Department at that
time. They are now irrigating about 8o0o acres. Ì{ater is diverted into
irfornarunir. The struciu.t it quite different from any other dam constructed
in North Dakota, as it is made from a series of I tubes six feet in diameter'
The lower tube is leaking at present. This is causing considerable erosion
of the material constitrõing ih" ¿"t. The Conunlssion did some work on this
dam about a year ago and thã present trouble could be traceable to some

blasting the "r.r, ãid at that time in accordance with requests fron the
local l.ãpr"r.n tatives. The condition of the lower tube cannot be

determined until some of the loose fill materials are removed and we enter
the structure. The project deserves consideration. The leaky pipe could
be repai red wi th contreie and Pneumatl cal I y seal ed. Hr. Eaton expl ai ned

the difficuìtles in the dam ani what ¡'¡ould be necessary to make the dam

¡vorkable. He felt the gate should be mounted on the exter¡or and set in
concrete. Hr. Eaton toút¿ Iike to have whatever diameter pipe possibie
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which could be inserted ln the present p¡pe. A cost estlmate has been made

by Assistant State Englneer Tlrm. An accurate est¡mate ls difficult to
make until the situatlon has been explored in the Înterior of the dam.
Discussion on Pond l. The cost estimate that was made dld not include any
r+ork on Pond l. The cost estimate for the repair of Eaton Dam was fixed at
$14,300. A crew will be ready to take over in a short time.

l{r. Eaton also stated that in 1934 e survey was
made and bench marks were set up. Since that time these bench marks have
disappeared and there is nothing to go on.

The Commiss¡onrs participation in the dam would
be on a 50-50 basis, unless there is another group who uould participate
also. lt was moved by Commissioner Lunseth and seconded by Commiss¡oner
Hath Dahl that the Commission participate in the Eaton Dam construction
and survey on e 50-50 basis. A voice vote was taken and all corunissioners
voted ay and sa¡d motion was carried.

Their Pro-
ject is being carried on with the cooperetion of the Soil Conservation
Service. Several other such requests have been received in recent years'
Secretary Hoisveen stated that he did not give the district encouragement
as to the Corrnissionrs partlcipation in this project as the Corrnission had

previously expressed concern over participation in the right-of-way purchases
än legal drains as well as watershed projects. Mr. Hoisveen was reques,ted
to obtaln a list of the watershed projects wt¡ich were reviewed by the
Gonmission in the April 10, 1959 meeting. The following list was again
reviewed by the Commission members. Th¡rty-three projects were listed as

RESOLUT ] ON

¡ltlEREAS, the State llater Conservation Commission has received numerous
requests to partlclpate in the cost of acquiring rights-of-way for drains
and watershed projects and also to participate ln the cost of cleaning out
dral ns, and

ITHEREAS, perticipation in meetlng such costs would reduce the amount
approprlated to the Commission for partícipation in the construction of
other urgently needed vúeter projects to such an extent that funds would
no longer be available for participatlon In the construction thereof.

THEREFORE, BE lT RES0LVED that the funds appropriated to the Conmls-
slon for partacipatlon with local interests in meeting the cost of water
projects shall not be used for acquisition of rights-of-way for dralns
or watershed projects nor for malntenance or cleaning out dra¡ns but that
participation by this Conunission in drainage projects shall only be con-
fined to construction of draíns for dralnage of farm lands.

ELLENDALE - Dr. Oster, council mernber from Ellendale called
SURFACE DAil e CUT the Commlssion office relative to incorporatlng
OFF STRUCTURE lN an underground dam with the cooperative survey
STONY CREEK being made by the Commission and the GIty at

the present sîte. Secretary Holsveen stated
that he had called Governor Davis relative to the urgency of the matter and
It was agreed to go ahead although the Cormission¡s partlcipation was
limited to $1,500. The investigation of the Commission showed the crew
would be required to go down about 24 îeet to cut off the flow ef Stony
Creek. The City of Ellendale is pumping the under ground stream which
lies below Stony Creek. The cut off trench in Stony Creek was the
Commission's inltial proposal as it r¡puld provide an opportun¡ty to
lmpound !ìrater. lt was found necessary, in view of the large quentity of
boulders in the creek bed and below the surface to go through the rock
and intercept the clay. lt will be necessary to put in a clay core în
Stony Creek to effect the cut off. This project will undoubtedly run
sornewhere around $6000, ¡f a surface dam ls constructed but there is no
¡ushabout thet et this time. A n additional $1,500 is needed on a matched
basls to accomplish this work. lt was moved by Conmissioner Lunseth and
seconded by Commissloner Math Dahl that the Commission agrees to participate
up to $1,500. All commission mernbers voted aye and the motion was carrled.

The consensus of oplníon vras that participation in
those projects r^puld reduce the Commission fund to
such a degree it rrcul d be ineffecti ve in produci ng
other worthwhile proJects. lt was moved by Corunls-
sioner I'let nhandl and seconded by Commlssioner Einar

resolution be adopted. All members voted aye and the

Conmissioner l{ath Dahl brought up the matter of the
rejectlon of the water rlght of the Patterson Land
Company on Apple Creek. He stated that Mr.
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Duemeland stated that the water is not to come out of Apple Creek but from
ponds on thelr land. The map furnlshed by the Patterson Land Company does

not Índlcate that the water ls to be taken from thelr ponds. Secretary
Holsveen is to investigate the matter.

cHAl N LAKES REQUEST The marter of.the ilauvais coulee Dralnage Proj ect
(LAKE IRVINE-LAKE was brought to the attentlon of the Commission.
ÀlfCf) The problern area lies between Devils Lake end

the Churchs Ferry area. The Chain Lakës llater
Conservation and Flood Control Dlstrict proposes to construct a portion of the
channel and dîke from the outlet of Lake lrvine to the Great Northern Railroad
embankment. The Commlssion had previously surveyed and studied the construc-
tion from Lake lrvlne to Devils Lake. The Dlstrict has easernents as far as

the Great Northern Ratlroad. They feel that by starting such project that it
would enhance their opportunity to obtain easernents further down the coulee.
The Commission has prepared cross sectlons and are Preparing speciflcations
so the District can let blds on this project. They are requestlng partlcipa-
tìon on the part of the Gommission. Th¡s is not a full project. lt probably
wlll Involvsa total expendlture of $16,000. They rrould like to have the Com-

misslon participate on a Adl" basis on a figure of $16,000 to $20'000. The

Gonmîssibn cooperated by putting in a control structure which is not being
used but whlch wlll be used when thls segment of the project is complete- lt
was moved by Commissioner Lunseth and seconded by Conmlssioner [Jeinhandl
that the Colrmisslon partlcipate on a l+t/o basis uP to the railroad tracks.
All commlssion members voted aye and the motion vras carrled.

PURCHASE OF The Commission has a 1957 Plymouth car' lt would

worki ng order. I t bras thought that maybe the
Commission members would consider purchasing a neh, car or statlon bragon, using
thls car as a trade-in. lt was moved by Cornmlssioner Lunseth and seconded by

Commlssloner Einar Dahl that Secretary HoÌsveen and Cormissloner Earle Tucker
be authorîzed to investigate the purchase of a new car, using the 1957
plymouth as a tradlng stock. All commissíon mernbers voted aye and the motion
was carried.
